If suécessful in this move, there is 
every indication that the American 
debt commission will resume confer- 
ences immediately with France and 
Jugo-Slavia, the only two heavy debt- 
ors who have.not yet come to terms. 

Conferences between Ambassador 
Bereager, of France, and Secretary 
Mellon have laid the groundwork for 
a resumption of negotiations with 
France, but officials here are not so 
optimistic over the nearness of an 
agreement as French authorities are 
quoted as being.

Strike officials threated to retailiate 
by ordering a general “school strike” 
of the strikers’ children when the 
schools open Monday. 

The children began to assemble as 
early as 8 o clock this morning, About 
1000 met at Garfield, an adjoining 
town, While 900 formed at the Ukra- 
nian hall near the Botany | mills.

Describing conditions in Manitoba 
since prohibition was voted out, Fran- 
cis William Russell, president of the 
Moderation League of that province, 
said there was an increasing purchase 
of beer and wine and a falling off in 
hard liquor consumption and that 
conditions as to temperance had im- 
proved. 

Asserting that there never had been 
a crime wave as that experi- 
enced during prohibition, Mr. Russell 
said Manitoba is rid of tbat now. “It 
passed out with the bootlegger and the 


rum runner,” he said. 

“The only people who are not sat- 
isfied with restricted license are the 
irreconcilable fanatics,” he déclared, 
as the crowd which packed the com- 
mittee room roared with laughter. 


Hard Liquor to Visitors. 


The spectators got another laugh 
when Mr. Russell declared that most 
of the sales of hard liquor were to 
visitors. 

“We feel that our legislation is the 
best temperance legislation ever writ- 
ten,” the witness said at another 
point.

128 
years nufter the arrival in North 
Africa of Napoleon, who dreamed of 
making the Mediterranean a French 
lake, Benito Mussolini, in whose 
dreams the Mediterranean occupies a 
dominating role, will debark ton.orrow 
from the dreadnaught Conte di 
Cavour on the soil of the dark conti- 
nent, 

Napoleon sailed into the harbor of 
Alexandria with a fleet of warships, 
as Mussolini will enter this port to- 
morrow. But here the comparison 
ends, as the Little Corporal cure to 
conquer fereign soil by force of arms, 
while the creator of fascism comes to 
his nation’s rightful possession with 
the purpose of stimulating. its devel- 
opment by earnest toil. 

The modern, progressive city upon 
which the Italian premier will gaze 
presents a striking contrast to the 
decadent place the Italians foufid and 
annexed in 1911, after a checkered 
history, including three cenfruies of 
brigandage. wherel:y the territory be- 


came known as fhe “Barbary Coast,” 
as a synonym for its ill fame. 

Judging by the preparations virtu- 
ally completed this afternoon and by 
the spirit of all classes of the popu- 
lation, this city, in which Afriea, Asia 
and Europe meet and mix, will wel- 
come Mussolini in a nm.anner unpre- 
cedented in its history.

Editor Urges Bonds ~ 


For Roads and Points Out 


Progress of Oth 


Manufacturers Record 
Editor Shows Communi- 
ties’ Needs and Urges 
Bonds for Highways. 


Responding to a letter from J. T. 
Holleman, president of the Southern 


Mortgace company, which was pub- 
lished in The Constitution of April 1, 
Richard H. Edmonds, editor of The 
Manufacturers Record, writes an un- 
usual letter in advocacy of issuance 
of state road bonds for construction of 
highwars. 

Mr. Ecimonds, one of the best-known 
editors in America, writes from bis 
winter home in Daytona, Flia., and, 
although the letter was received in At- 
lanta after the house of representa- 
tives had defeated the road bond bill, 
it is published below in order that so 
striking a plea for progressive business 
in state affairs, from an observer of 
international repute, shonld not be 
lost to the thinking. publie of the 
state. 

Particularly in view of the general 
belief that the defeat of bonds by the 
legislature ‘‘did not end the road bond 
fight,” but, as Speaker W. Cecil Neill 
expressed it, “merely postponed fur- 
ther legislative ccasideration to the 
next session,” r. Edmonds’ letter 
probably will be read and studied by 
all Georgians interested in the future 
progress of the state. 

Must Have Highways. 

“Prior to the building of good high- 
ways,” says Mr. Edmonds, “every 
community was practically on the 
sarne basis as every other community 
hecause all of them had bad highways; 


> 


hut the time is coming when communt- | 


ties that do not have good highways 
will be forsaken by its own people, for 
they will not subject their families to 
the burdens of bad highways when by 
moving elsewhere they can get the 
benefit of good roads. And, of course, 
good highways always stimulate the 
building of schools, whereas bad high- 
ways lessens the interest in educa- 
tion.” 
‘Rad highways,” continues Mr. Ed- 
monds, “mean decadence, morally, 
spiritually and financially. Good high- 
ways mean the advancement of re- 
ligion, of education and of prosperity. 
Which will Georgia choose?’ 
Edmonds’ Letter. 


Mr. Edmonds’ letter in full follows: 

“Tt was not so many years ago when 
Georgia far and away led North Caro- 
lina in many activities. Today North 
Carolina is attracting nation-wide at- 
tention to an extent almost as great 
as Florida. Jndeed, throughout much 
of Carolina, especially in the moun- 
tain region, the development which is 
under way is almost commensurate 
with the best that Florida has done 
during the last few vears. 


“What Florida and North Carolina 
have accomplished, the prosperity | 
which they have created, the enthusi- 
asm of the whole country regarding 
their progress and their future, Sas 
been largely due to the building of 
good highways and the expansion of 
educational activities. 

“Fifteen years ago when, in order to 
find out something about Florida, I 
motored from one part of the state to 
the other over roads that were well 
nigh impassable, deep, bottomless sand 
roads were in evidence everywhere, 
and the motorist conld not tell whether 
he was on a main highway or simply 
on a lumber road through an almost 
trackless wilderness. Many times we 
were lost on these motor trips and had 
to retrace our steps from these lumber 
roads, and find the way back to sup- 
posed highways which were just on a 
par with the lumber roads themselves. 

What Florida Did. 

“Very wisely Florida began to build 
good highways. It was one of the first 
states in the union to make highway 
building a dominant feature of the ac- 
tivities of its people. As rapidly as 
highways were built business increas- 
ed, the number of tourists grew apace; 
towns sprang up in every direction, 
and abounding prosperity began to 
take the place of the depth of poverty 
whieh had prevailed in many parts of 
the state. 

“At the same time Florida began an | 
expansion of its school facilities. lt | 
built new and modern schools not only! 
in towns and cities, but often in coun- 
try districts, in order that the people 
in. the wayback regions might have 
equal facilities for edneation with 
those in larger communities. Much yet 
remains to be done in this respect, but 
Flerida is pushing ahead with great 
rapidity in the expansion of its schools 
and in the building of new highways 

“Highway building in Florida

*All Christian bodies of the nation 
will aggressively combat any effort 
of the American Association for the 

Advancement of 
Atheism to abolish 
the chaplains em- 
ployed by the gov- 
ernment of the 
United States. - 
The movement to 
that end by the 
association named 
is not a new one 
in our history. Ap- 
peals with the like 
object have been 
made to the con- 
gress several times 
in the last seventy- 
five years. They 
have all been met with prompt and 
utter repudiation, beeause contrary 
to all precedents and practices of our 
history. 
Ante-Revolution Precedents. 


The historian, Headley, says: “Go- 
ing back thirty years before the Amer- 
ican revolution, to: that memorable 
event in our colonial history, ‘the 
siege of Louisburg,’ we shall see that 
the selection of a chaplain to accom- 
pany the army in their hazardous ex- 
pedition was a matter of no small im- 
portance.” 

George Whitfield, the famed evan- 
gelist, then preaching in New Eng- 
land, was invited to become such chap- 
lain, but being compelled to decline 
indicated a clergyman distinguished 
for piety a'tad learning, who was ap- 
pointed. : 

In the battle of “‘Braddock’s De- 
feat’ both General Braddock and_ the 
chaplain were wounded. Within three 
days Braddock died. A young Amer- 
ican colonel, twenty-five years of age, 
unwilling to see his deceased com- 
mander buried like a savage in the 
wilderness, stood among _Dbiazin 
torches and read the beautiful buria 
service of the Episcopal church and 
committed “ashes to ashes.’ That 
young officer was George Washington. 

It was Washington who appealed to 
the government of Virginia and per- 
suaded it to appoint a chaplain for 
his regimeat at the public expense. 

The Continental congress met for 
the first time in Philadelphia on Sep- 
tember 5, 1774. On September 6 it 
“Resolved, That Rev Mr. Duche be 
desired to open congress tomorrow 
morning with prayers,” and ; 

“September 7, 1774.—The meeting 
was opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Duche. Voted that the thanks of 
congress be given to Mr. Duche for 
performing divine service.” 

Thence, with but accidental excep- 
tions. the congress maintained the 
practice of having a chaplain. 

During the Revolution. 


On assuming command of the Amer- 
ican army at Cambridge in 1775 Wash- 
ington found chaplaips in the regiments 
lsent from various 4colonies and he 
immediately had‘measures adopted for 
their provision byywjhe, general con- 
gress, On July &§ 76, in a gen- 
eral order, he said: - 7 

“The Honorable Cortinental Con- 
vress having been pleased to allow a 
chaplain to each regiment, the colo- 
nels or commanding officers of each 
regiment are directed to procure chap- 
lains accordingly—persons of good 
character and exemplary lives—and 
to see that all inferior officers and 
soldiers pay them a suitable respect 
and attend carefully upon religious ex- 
ercises, The blessing and protection 
of heaven are at all times necessary, 
but especially in times of public dis- 
tress and danger. The general hopes 
and trusts that every officer and man 
will endeavor to live and act as_be- 
comes a Christian soldier defending 
the dearest rights and liberties of his 


country.” |

Senator Badger presented the re- 
port of the judiciary committee of the 
senate, fully exposing the fallacies of 
the petition. Concerning the first 
amendment the report said: 

“Our fathers were true lovers of 
liberty and utterly opposed to any con- 
straint upon the rights of conscience. 
They intended by this amendment to 
prohibit ‘an establishment of religion’ 
such as the English church presented, 
or anything like it. But they had no. 
fear or jealousy of religion itself, nor 


did they wish to see us an irreligious. 


people ; they did not intend to prohibit 
a just expression of religious devotion 
by the legislators of the nation, even 
in their public character as legisla- 
tors; they did not intend to send our 
armies and navies forth to do battle 
for their country without any national] 
recognition of that God on whom suc- 
cess or failure depends; they did not 
intend to spread over all the public 
authorities and the whole public ac- 
tion of the nation the dread and re- 
volting spectacle of atheistical apathy.” 

That report was unanimously ap- 
proved by the senate. 


Educ .ting Good Soldiers. 

West Point, the military school of 
the nation, has from its organization 
had the service of a government chap- 
lain, as has had also the naval acade- 
my at Annapolis. 

In 1832 the venerable (Christian 
Statesman, Lewis Cass, then secre- 
tary of war, in his report to congress 
asked for a chapel at West Point in 
which to conduct religious services for 
“all the persons attached to the insti- 
tution” and said “In a Christian com- 
munity the obligation upon this sub- 
ject will not be questioned.” He got 
the chapel. 


In 1862 the West Point board of 
visifors reported to congress, “We de- 
sire to see the moral and intellectual 
powers cultivated simultaneously, be- 
lieving we should desire as much at 
least that the cadet should be a good 
man as a good officer.” 

It appears, therefore, both anach- 
ronistic and atheistic in fact, to de- 
nounce the history and practices of the 
American people and their government. 
With respect to religion ‘as repre- 
sented in the chaplaincies. 

One must be supremely optimistie 
of the power of atheistical arguments 
in this era to believe ‘that either 
American courts or the congress will 
be aifeeted by them. 

The supreme court has said. “This 
is a Christian nation.” So it is.

Plans of some anonymous Chatta- 
nooga citizen to offer to the state of 
Georgia an old bond, issued by this 
commonwealth in 1838, as part pay- 
ment for W. & A. terminal property 
owned in that city by this state, wil] 
come to naught, according to Secre- 
tary of State S. Guyt McLendon, who 
has examined the bond and declares it 
one of a group which were never 
placed in circulation and therefore 
they do not constitute a valid and 
subsisting obligation of the state of 
Georgia. ‘The wording of the bond 
is given above. 

Just how this ancient bond got into 
the hands of the Chattanoogan has 
not been discovered. By its number 
it is, according to.Mr: McLendon, one 
of a group which were held nearly a 
century ago by a London firm as col- 
lateral for a debt due by the state 
of Georgia. The debt was paid, thus 
making the bonds of no value, but 
inasmuch as they had never heen 
put in circulation, being merely held 
hy this firm, London fiscal agents of 
the state, they could not be canceled. 
They should, of course, have been 
turned back to the governor of the 
state or other proper authorities to be 
destroyed but it is believed that 3 
of them were not. : 

The face value of the bond is 500 

pounds sterling, approximately $2,500 
at present rates of exchange. Figur- 
ing interest at 5 per cent, the Chat- 
tanoogan, it is understood, contends 
that the state of Georgia owes about 
$75,000 on this bond and proposes in 
event of court litigation over Georgia 
railroad property in Chattanooga is 
ever ended, with the proviso that the 
city buy the property from the state 
at a given valuation, to offer this 
bond as part payment. 
But he ean’t do it. according to 
Secretary McLendon who, in a letter 
to The Constitution, clearly sets forth 
the history-of these, bonds and shows 
how this particular one is worthless, 
having been paid once when held as 
collateral and never actually put in 
circulation. The letter from Secre- 
tary McLendon follows: 

Editor Constitution: A few days 
ago I received from a distinguished 
Georgian a letter inclosing for inspec- 
tion, a bond of the state of Georgia 
issued in 1838 for “Five hundred 
pounds sterling, money of Great Brit- 
ain,’ payable in 1868, and bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 5 per cent per 
annum, payable to Reid, Irving & Co., 
or bearer, this bond being No. 123,

The writer of the memorandum also 
includes this statemext: “The Chatta- 
noogan may offer this bond to his city 
for collection and when it becomes 
necessary for the Tennessee city to pay 
to the state of Georgia for its land 
received recently in condemnation pro- 
ceedings it is possible that Chattanoo- 
ga may give the state of Georgia its 
own bond in part payment of the 
debt.” : 

My friend requests me to furnish 
to The Constitution a statement as 
to the issue of these bonds, and their 
present status. This is very, very in- 
teresting, but it will cause no alarm 
to the people of Georgia. Without go- 
ing into detail, I would refer to 29 
report made by the finance committee 
of the house of representatives of the 
state of Georgia in 1847, a part 
which is as follows: ' 

“The publie debt, consisting of bonds 
issued at the executive department 
under authority of law. amounts to 
the sum of $1,4579.875.60; one hun- 
dred and forty-two thousand seven

As a presiden- 
tial candidate, called “the boy orator 
of the Platte.” he conducted a cam- 
paign which for oratory, clearness of 
expression and vigorous advocacy of 
the principles announced in his party's 
\platform, has never been |. equalled. 
Subsequently, whether as a candidate 
or in naming a eandidate, he was the 
leader of his party. 
As secretary of state he, by his ar- 
|bhitration treaties, designated as 
“Treaties to Advance the Cause of 
General Peace,” advanced the cause 
of peace as up to that time no other 
secretary had. 

“With the critical eye of political 
enemies directed to him for nearly a 
lialf century, no sihgle stain on the 
purity of his personal life was ever 
discovered. Such a life can nog die. 
Let us honor ourselves and encourage 
others to emulate him by erecting a 
suitable memorial commemorative of 
his life.”

To Set Altitude 
Record, Resigns 


McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, April 
10—Lieutenant John A. Macready 
volplaned down from the clouds to- 
d..7 in a gentle anti-climax to his long 
career of record breaking with the 
army air services. 

After a final attempt to break the 
world’s altitude record in his famous 
plane, the army’s star pilot landed 
a. McCook Field shortly before noon 
and telegraphed his resignation to 
Washington. 

It was Macready's third attempt to 
retrieve the world’s altitude record, 


captured from him last year by (Cal- 
lize, of France, at a mark of 39.586, 
and it was a disappointing failure. 
Macready, who made the first non- 
stop, trans-continental flight several 
years ago, had long held the altitude 
record at 36,000 feet before. Callizo’s 
flight, and he wanted it back. 


Up he went at 9:48 this morning 
on his last flight as an army aviator, 
his chance for a glorious climax be- 
coming apparent when, as he ascended, 
someone announced the proximity of 
his resignation. 

The lieutenant’s engine stalled some 
34,000 feet in the air—no mean dis- 
tance, but an easy achievement for 
Macready, and still inadequate. He 
descended on the theory that his gas- 
oline tanks had gone dry, intending 
to refuel and start again. 

But he discovered that now, on 
his last flight, there was trouble with

concentrated its entire time and at- 
tention, for the last 60 days, to pre- 
vent the passage of this measure. In 
speaking of the matter, John E. 
Smith, local Chevrolet dealer, who is 
cia:.man of the special legislative 
committee appointed by the associa- 
tion to handle this particular propo- 
sition, stated: “The effort to incrense 
the gasoline tax from four to five 
cents was doomed to defeat from the 
very beginning. There was absvlute- 
ly no necessity for placing this t#&- 
mendous additional burden of about 
$1,000,000 upon motor car users in 
the state of Georgia. Our associa- 
tion felt that the matter was entirely

Many I 0 Attend Council — 
On Religious Education 


There will be quite a number of 
Georgians prominent in church work 
taking part in the MIJnternational 
Council on Religious Education, which 
meets in Birmingham, Ala., this week, 
begraning tomorrow and = running 
through April 19. 

The North Georgia conference has 
been. alloted S300 representatives and 
it is expected that several thousand 
people will attend. 

Once every four years the hosts of 
Sunday school workers and leaders 
in religious education hold a great in- 
spirational convention. aad educational 
conference. The last one was held in 
Kansas City with an attendance of 
10,000. 

This meeting in Birmingham, Ala., 
will be of unusual interest, because 
it is the first gathering sinee the 
merger of the International Sunday 
School association and the 35 Protest- 


ant denominations. For the first time 
every denomination in the interna- 
tional cowacil is actively behind the 
convention. 

The international convention is a 
great rally of Protestant workers in- 
terested in the teaching ministry of 
the church. It divides itself into 
two principal activities—first, the ta- 
spiratioual meetings with outstanding 
speakers, and second, and perhaps 
even more important, is the series of 
conferences touching on every phase 
of religious education and need .ia- 
eluding leadership training, week-day 
Lible training, vacation church schools, 
architecture, missionary education, 
evangelism, publicity, pageantry and 
art.

This Smithsonian-Chrysler 
expedition to capture alive such a 
great number and variety of wild 
beasts is believed to be the most pre- 
tentious undertaking of its kind ever 
attempted. Compared to it the fa- 
mous Roosevelt big game hunt of 
1909, also sponsored by the Smith- 
sonian, seems a mere pleasure trip. 
Shooting specimens for mounting in 
museums, the object of the Roosevelt 
party, is a fairly simple thing com- 
pared to taking these wily, 
beasts alive and in good health tor the 
Z00’S Cages.

Tanganyika ‘Territory, in’ British 
East Africa, is the destination of the 
expedition.

Since this is distinctly a live animal 
expedition and not a big game huni- 
ing one, the members have all been 
pledged not to shoot to kill except in 
self-defense, or when some of the 
more common. game animals are 
needed for food. Any inquisitive 
jungle cat may prowl about the camp 
with perfect impunity except for the 
chance of being shanghaied and ship- 
ped to civilization. 

An experienced wild animal trainer 
from the National Zoological. Park 
will remain in camp in charge of a 
corps of natives whom he will train 
to receive and care for the strange 
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be dug at strategic points in the ter- 
ritory, so many box traps will be set 
and so many skillfully laid snares 
will be placed by the expeditionary 
scouts that it will be a very ciever 
leopard, lioness, hunting dog or hy- 
ene that won’t find itself suddenly 
booked for a visit to America. Only 
the most precocious of the curious 
thumbless colobus or guereza monks 
or a rarer Skyes species will be able 
to elude the traps set especially for 
them. 


There will be several great drives 
when large forces of natives will beat 
the bush to head into the great stock- 
ade large herds of young wild ani- 
mals of the plains. From the beasts 
so captured, Dr. Mann and his asso- 
ciates hope to be able to select some 
very fine specimens of a dozen rare 
types of antelopes. 

The zoo is particularly me 8 to 


yet some sable antelopes, the-fringe- 
eared oryx, the topi, the hartbeest, 


the bushbuck, the kudu, various reed- 
bucks, duikers, impalla, oribi, pygmy 
anteloves that are not a foot high, and 
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The leopard is one of the most elusive and ferocious of jungle beasts. To 
take alive the several specimens the expedition hopes for will call for the 
greatest skill and bravery on the part of the hunters 


: 


wild beasts until they may be placed 
aboard the ship for America. Special 
shipping crates have been designed 
and sent along with the-paity, read) 
to be set up’ when the camp in the 
jungle is reached. The crates will be 
used as models by the native = cir- 
penters who will build enough more 
on the ground to accommodate the 
“luck” of the hunters. 

Such carefully planned pitfalls will 


perhaps some others, 

The antelopes and gazelles are 
round all over Africa, but they stay 
in such herds and adapt 
themselves so quickly to environment 
that each section has its own special 
Strain. Some of them are as definite- 
‘y marked as zebras. These are the 
ones that still dwell in the sharply 


isolated 


splotched sun and shadow of the jun- 


gles. Those that frequent the dry red- 
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dish bush are protectively colored 
also, and resemble closely a Jersey 
COW. 

The antelopes have been killed in 
such numbers by the natives for food 
that some varieties are extremely 
scarce. The duikers, Dutch for 
‘“duckers,”’ may still be found in the 
denser jungles where, laying their 
stout horns down flat along their 
backs, they “duck” through the un- 
dergrowth and under the fallen trunks 
as easily as a ground hog. They are 
very difficult to stalk because they 
live in such isolated spots, but once 
a duiker path has been discovered 
the rest is easy. 

These antelopes form habits easily, 
and insist on going to water at the 
very same place and the very same 
time each day. Once one of their 
preferred watering places is found a 
trap may be set with perfect certainty 
that the game will happen along, and 
almost the exact minute of the cap- 
ture may be gauged. 

The eland is another antelope 
which the Smithsonian-Chrysler expe- 
dition hope to get. They want enough 
specimens to start .a breeding herd at 
the National Zoo. The London zoo 
has been propagating them for years 
with huge’ success. Some years ago 
the Duke of Bedford presented a pair 


‘10 the Washington zoo, but now only 


the lone, aged cow remains. 

Elands were at one time very 
plentiful in Africa, but they have been 
exterminated by the natives almost as 
thoroughly as the American buffalo. 
They are easily killed because they 
are too heavy to move swiftly and 
the antelope must depend mainly on 
his heels for protection. The eland’s 
horns are so twisted that they are not 
Very dangerous weapons and its mane 
is easily caught by the thorny brush. 

The only difficulty capturing 
elands will offer to this party will be 
to sight them. That is hard, but the

rest is easy and they are as docile as 


cattle in captivity. 

The hydrax is another strange tro- 
phy that will‘be zealously sought for. 
This noisy lithe animal that makes 
the whole jungle resound with its 
weird, screaming calls, is the coney. 
Moses denounced it as unclean ‘“‘be- 
cause it cheweth the cud yet divideth 
not its hoof.”’ It is smaller than a rab- 
bit, but for all its’ tininess it is the 
closest living relation of the elephant. 


The tiny elephant shrew with its 


elongated, trunk-like snout but which 
is otherwise neither kith nor kin of 
its ponderous pachyderm neighbor, 
will also have reservations on the re- 
turn boat. 


The arrvarks, grotesque little ani- 
mals with heavy pig-like body, kan- 
geroo tails, long ears and dinosaurean 
claws, are probably the most interest- 
ing creatures that the expedition has 
a weather eye out for. It was not 
more than twenty years ago that an 
English scientist first reported. their 
existence and was immediately dis- 
credited as an adherent of the truth. 
Even when he exhibited the strange 
dinosaurean claws, Skull and skeleton 
of the aardvark, fellow scientists told 
him'that they didn’t believe there was 
any such animal nor had there been 
since the prehistoric times. But sub- 
sequent explorers confirmed the fe- 
port and finally a live specimen was 
taken to London. 

The aardvark eats ants, tearing up 
their hills with its great claws and 
thrusting its long, sticky tongue into 
the squirming thousands of inhabi- 
tants. Aardvark is Boer for ground 
pig. It is not in the least ferocious, 
but mighty hard to capture. It bur- 
rows into the ground so rapidly that 
it takes a force of six men with picks 
a-couple of hours to catch up with 
it. It is a strong little beast, too, 
although it is no larger than a do- 
mestic pig.

them, for it lives entirely upon ants which it gathers in by the thousands with one lick of its enormously long tongue. 


led some excited naturalists a few 
years ago to report that a dinosaur 
still dwelt in the jungles of Africa. 
The natives are quite superstitious 
about the pongalins, believing that 
rings made of their armor plates will 
ward off the evils of witchcraft and 
that their blood sprinkled in the cat- 
tle pens will increase fertility. Their 
flesh is also considered a great deli- 
cacy for,food, and for these reasons 
the pongalins have been almost ex- 
terminated. 


On the incoming animal boat will 
be one of the most unusual 
groups of ‘‘picture brides”’ that 
any ship ever brought to this 
country. One of the prime 
purposes of the expedition was 
to get some new blood for the 
lion cages in the National Zoo 
and to furnish some nice viva- 
cious mates for several hand- 
some bachelor lions that have 
long been the pride of Wash- 
ington. No matrimonial bureau 
ever before went to such 
lengths and courted such dan- 


gers to promote matchmaking

OND the physicians who 
) ever lived, none performed 
aN Ze] a greater service for human- 
ity than a Georgia country 
doctor, Dr. Crawford W. 
Long. The other day his 
statue was unveiled in the Hall of 
Fame at Washington ard the thought 
comes that of all the great Americans 
who have been so honored, none 
more richly deserves this distinction 


than’ he. 


In the brilliant history of medical 
science, two names stand out, lumi- 
nously, as benefactors of human:ty— 
Dr. Edward Jenner, who discovered 
and applied the principle of vaccina- 
tion, thereby relieving earth of one of 
its worst scourges, and Dr. Crawford 
Williamson Long; who discovered and 
applied anesthesia. ‘‘Vaccination and 
anesthesia,”’ Dr. J. Marion Sims truly 
wrote, “fare the greatest boons ever 
conferred by science on humanity. 
England gave us one, America the 
other. England recognized the 
labors of Jenner; America should 
recognize the labor of Long.”’ And 
does, although somewhat tardily. 

Of the two great boons conferred 
by medical science, one was born in 
Creorgia. 
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HEN Dr. Long made the great 
discovery which was to banish 
pain from operations he was a coun- 
try doctor, only 26 years old, and had 


‘been in practice, exclusive of hos- 


pital work, less than a year. So, be- 
cause of modesty and other reasons 
practical in character, he did not 
make any immediate announcement 
of his discovery to the world. Thus 
it was that a controversy wes precipi- 
tated (the honor of discovering anes- 
thesia being claimed for other physi- 
clans and surgeons) which lasted for 
years, and it was a long time before 
the simple, clear-cut truth arose out 
of the mist and the fogs. Today, 
however, the world recognizes and 
honors Dr. Long as the pioneer in 
this great field. Concerning this con- 
troversy, a well-informed writer says: 


“The strife continued, but Dr. Long 
took no part in it. He was almost 
forgotten by the world, which had 
constantly before it the lifelong con- 
test of the other claimants. 
ever, in. 4677, Dr... J:

espoused his cause, and wrote an able 
argument in his defense. Dr. Sims 
went abroad shortly after this, and 
the next year Dr. Long died, so the 
matter again dropped out of the pub- 
lic eve. Now, after sixty years, the 
name of the modest southerner is re- 
ceiving the honor that is wunquestion- 
ably his due.”’

ONCERNING Dr. "Long’s reti- 

cence in announcing his discov- 
ery, Rosa Pendleton Chiles, in Mun- 
Ssey’s magazine in 1911, said: 

“He had good reason for waiting, 
What would his discovery mean to 
the body of senior physicians in the 
great world outside of Georgia? 
How presumptious his claim! Twenty- 
six years old, and a discoverer! He 


- knew that such new departures, even 


when announced by much _ older 
physicians, were often regarded as 
erratic, and that important sugges- 
tions were often unheeded, as in the 
case of Sir Humphry Davy. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Long’s own Statement, the 
disfavor with which the medical pro- 
fession regarded mesmerism im sur- 
gery influenced his delay to some 
extent, but the chief deterrent was his 
desire to furnish exhaustive proofs of 
the reality, safety and efficiency of 
anesthesia, apd to ascertain whether 
the constitutional differences of, in- 
dividuals might necessitate changes in 
its administration. His cpportunities 
for such study were not large, and 
especially were cases of capital sur- 
gery rare in his practice. By his own 
declaration, Dr. Long was waiting to 
report on a major operation. . . .It 
must not be forgotten that the young 
Georgia doctor was 130 miles from 
a railroad, with but. meager mail 
facilities, with no hospital in which to 
make his demonstrations, and no 
press agents at his back. As a dis- 
tinguished ‘physician has said, ‘Dr. 
Long’s failure was one of environ- 
ment, and not of intention;’ but the 
postponement of a published account 
of his work was well-nigh fatal to 
his interests.”’ 
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YROM the beginning of his medical 


studies, Dr. Long had always 


been’ very much interested in the 
subject of anesthesia. He attended 
the University of Pennsylvania as a 
medical student and during his entire 


course there he was eager to find 


something that would alleviate pain 
in surgery, and believed that some- 
where in the universe the Creator had 
placed an agency sufficient for the 
need. In those days he was fond of 
experiment, and was recognized as a 
man of independent thought. It was, 
however, by accident that he finally 
found the agent for producing ob- 


livion to pain. Rosa Pendleton Chiles 
in the article in Munsey’s magazine 
previously referred to (an article 
from which this writer freely draws) 
thus teils of the great discovery: 
‘In the first half of the last cen- 
tury, Sulfuric ether was used in New 
England, and in certain sections of 
the south, to furnish the principal en- 
tertainment at private social gather- 
ings. These curious affairs were 
called ‘ether frolics.’ Young people 
inhaled the gas for its properties as 
an excitant, and the strange antics of 
those under its influence caused mer- 
riment for the rest of the party. 


“Dr. Long, when he was about 
26 years old, inhaled it with other 
young people, and at times became 
uncontrollable under its influence, 
falling over objects and bruising him- 
self quite badly. Feeling no pain at 
the time, and being unconscious of 
Injury until afterward, it occurred to 
him that the safe agency for painless 
Surgery had been found. After con- 
sidering the matter carefully, on the 
30th of March, 1842, he sucéessfully 
performed the first authenticated 
operation without pain to the subject. 
This fact has never been disputed.” 

AMES M. VENABLE, «a -young 

man who had inhaled ether a 
“ether frolics,’’ consenied to have a 
tumor removed while under the in- 
fluence of the gas. He had_ post- 
poned the operation from time to 
time in dread of pain, and was glad to 
try the new agency of oblivion. He 
was so amazed at the success of the 
experiment that upon recovering con- 
sciousness, he refused to believe that 
the tumor had been removed until Dr. 


Long showed it to him. Two months 
later the same man had another tumor 
removed with equal success. 

There were four witnesses of the 
first operation, and all of them bore 
testimony of its compleie success. 
They were young men studying in 


Dr. Long’s office, and their evidence

Scientist Find New Violet in the Heart of Asia

FIER being brought from the 
interior of China acrpss the 
Pacific ocean to America and 
then shipped to an expert in 
Germany, a lonesome little 
dried violet, collected by the 
botanist of a National Geographic So- 
ciety expedition, has been given of- 
ficial title papers as belonging to an 
citirely new species, according to a 
report to the Biological Society of 
Washington, just made public in that 


society’s proceedings. 


The story of this little violet plant, 
dug from a hillside in the heart of 
Asia near the northeastern corner of 
Tibet, gives an insight into the pains- 
taking care with which science works 
in testing new facts to be added to 
her store. The plant was cdllected in 
the summer of 1923 by R. C. Ching, 
a Chinese botanist attached to the 
Staff of F. R. Wulsin, who conducted 
the National Geographic society’s ex- 
pedition which employed camel Cara- 
vans and goat skin rafts in its Kansu 
Province explorations. Carefully dried 
and packed, the specimen found its 


way several months later by coolte- 


back and mule-back to the Chinese 
coast and from there was shipped to 
the United States National Museum in 
Washington. 


Experts at the museum found that 
they did not have sufficient data in 
regard to similar old-world plants to 
arrive at a decision in regard to the 
status of the little Chinese violet, so 
they repacked it and sent it across the 
Atlantic to a German botanist, Wil- 
helm Becker, who has specialized in 
Asiatic plants. After careful study that 
authority has pronounced the plant a 
member of a new species which has 


been named Viola Chingiana in honor 


of the Chinese botanist who discov: 
ered it. 
Viola Chingiana has been present- 


ed to the world in the pages of the’ 
published proceedings of the Bioleci 
cal Society of Washington in a de 
scription couched in pure Latin.

The trouble I see in the cases 
brought to my attention is the delay 
in child bearing, or, where there are 
children, the obvious deiriment to 
mother and child. Postponing child 
bearing until that indefinite time in 
the future when it can be better, at- 
forded has this disadvantage. The 
tendency of young people is to raise 
their standard of living each year, so 
that after some years of delay they 
are, in their opinion, as far from being 


able to take care of children as they 
were in the beginning. 

Paul Poppenoe, in “Modern Mar- 
riage’? (the Macmillan company), 
noted eugenist, has this to say on the 
economic aspects of marriage: 

“There are personal matters that 
must be settled before marriage. One 
of ihese is economic. The couple 
must decide where they will live, on 
what scale they will start housekeep- 
ing, and whether the wife will con- 
tribute to the family exchequer. 

“If she has money of her own and 
wants to contribute, there is certainly 
no reason why she should not, and 
every reason why she should. More 
commonly her only method of doing 
this is by going ahead as a wage 
earner, and this leads to the theory 
of the fifty-fifty marriage. ‘This sup- 
poses that husband and wife are equal 
partners in a business (which is the 
home); each puts in the same amount 
and, presumably, takes out the same 
profit;,and in personal finances each 
is absohutely independent of the 
other, having his or her own income 
and following his or her own inclina- 
tions. 

“It is easy to see why this sort of 
thing appeals to some girls who have 
been reared in an atmosphere of sex- 
antagonism, and who revolt at the 
idea of being dependent on a man. 
It is not, as they seem to think, a step 
forward in the evolution of marriage. 
Biologically, it is a long step back- 


ward. One of the reasons why civili- 
zation has made even such small 


progress as it has made, is that it has 
advanced beyond that kind of mating. 
The tifty-tifty marriage is in opera- 
tion among many of the lower ani- 
mals, but in the human species the 
progress of evolution has Groueth it

well as outside. Anything that tends 
to hinder this is a big step backward 
for man, woman, child, and society. 

“The woman who works has no 
children, or else cannot do full justice 
to them, either physically, before 
birth, or mentally, after birth. The 
modern biological idea is that the 
duties and privileges of the home, 
when rightly understood, are so in- 
comparably more interesting and 
more important than anything else in 
the world, that a woman is justified 
in giving a large part of her life to 
them, while a man is justified in giv- 
ing his time to earning money outside 
in order that his wife may be free to 
devote her attention to the work for 
which she is specialized. She has the 
best of the bargain. 

“This does not mean she~ should 
miss anything else that she wants and 
can profitably get. It means her life 
should be enriched from the outside 
In every way that is feasible, and that 
the man should also take a more ac- 
tive part in the home than he has 
usually taken. But with all this, spe- 
cialization is the rule of progress, and 
the institution of matrimony is no ex- 
ception. , 

“The theory of the fifty-fifty mar- 


riage represents a past that is dead 


and should be buried. The whole 
feminist demand for the obliteration 
of sex distinctions and an equal share 
in all the world’s activities is scien- 
lifically unsound. From a biological 
point of view, the keyword is differ- 
entiation. Men and women have 
been specialized for millions of years 
to do different kinds of work; they 
differ in every cell of their bodies: 
ami it is absurd to say that they are, 
or can become, just alike as it is to 
say that either one is better than the 
other.

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Practical Candor.

rat Except when I’m trying to 
be as mean and sarcastic as I can, and 
that’s considerable, 1 am too darn 
candid. That is one reason why I am 
so unpopular. If anybody ever con- 
ducts an unpopularity cohtest for doc- 
tors, it would save trouble to award 
the first prize to me and let the other 
doctors compete for honorable men- 
tion. 


There is a remarkable parallel be- 
tween tuberculosis and cardio-vascu- 
lar degeneration (heart and artery 
wearing out), certain aspects of which 
1 have described here. I do not mean 
that consumption and arteriosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) or myo- 
cardial degeneration (slow heart mus- 
cle failure) have any pathologic sim- 
ilarity, but the parallel I refer to lies 
rather in the behavior of doctor and 
patient in. respect .to the health im- 
pairment concerned. 


Formerly it was not bad form for 
the doctor to hedge along for months, 
acquiescing in the patient’s fond hope 
that it was ‘‘just a heavy cold,” a “run 
down condition,” a ‘“‘slight catarrhal 
state in the right apex,’ or if the 
victim happened to be a young wom- 


-hopeless prognosis—the 


an ‘ther age.”’ For one thing the doc- 
tor’s diagnostic skill was limited; for 
another, a candid diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis was commonly taken as a 
reason for 
this pessimistic view, of Course, was 
that the disease had reached a far ad- 
vanced stage before the dector screw- 
ed up courage to commit himself defi- 
nitely. Then, too, there was the pop- 
ular myth of ‘‘weak lungs’’—a fancy 
which added to the gloom and depres- 
sion if the victim happened to have 
tuberculosis. Finally there was the 
vulgar name for pulmonary tubercu- 
losis which was formerly in vogue. 
“Consumption”? connoted despair. 

Nowadays the well-trained physi- 
cian does not hesitate to ‘‘pronounce”’ 
a verdict of tuberculosis, especially 
when the patient comes under obser- 
vation while the disease is still in the 
incipient or earliest stage. It is gen- 
erally a matter of professional opin- 
ion—neither the microscope, the X- 
ray examination nor any other mod- 
ern diagnostic aid can definitely settle 
the question in the incipient stage. 
You put it up to your doctor, and you 
have or have not tuberculosis; that 
is, yOu accept it if you are wise; you 
scout it if you are a Wisenheimer. 

Nowadays the majority of victims 
of tuberculosis get well, under proper 
medical care, if they are wise enough 
to have medical advice and heed it in 
the stage of incipiency. 


Cardio-vascular disease, it seems to 
me, is now about at the stage of prog- 
ress that tuberculosis of the lung had 
reached a quarter century ago; or 
rather doctors and patients are in that 
stage. 

It seems that laymen generally 
take a frank, outspoken diagnosis of 
arteriosclerosis or myocardial disease 
much as their fathers before them 
took the diagnosis of ‘‘consumption.” 

| have boldly asserted here a thing 
which I pondered long and carefully, 
[can tell you, and that was the opin- 
ion that arteriosclerosis is curable if 
taken in time—and let no poor gink 
write to ask me for my cure for 
arteriosclerosis, because I haven’t any. 
What I mean, of course, is, not .that 
we have a specific, but that incipient 


arteriosclerosis appears to be amen- . 


able to proper general medical care, 
just as incipient tuberculosis is. The 
Only person who can tell you what 
this proper general medical care 
Should be for your case is your doctor. 
| know this will arouse the rancor of 
some readers, but I said at the out- 
Set that Lam the most unpopular doc- 
tor in the country anyway. So why 
Should I care? : 

The diagnosis of incipient arterio- 
Sclerosis or slow heart muscle failure 
or other aspect of cardiovascular de- 
generation is likewise a matter of pro- 
fessional opinion. You put it up to 
your doetor to decide on the cause of 


your health impairment, run down 
condition, need of a rest, nervous ex- 
haustion, overwork, or whatever you 
please io call it, and you accept or 
reject his opinion and advice, accord- 
ing to your mentality or tempera- 


- ment. 


To be perfectly candid, now that 
we've spoken frankly, a 'ot of us who 
are trying to jolly ourselves we are 
still young, still full of pep, right up 
to scratch and all that, are in reality 
in the incipient stage of cardio-yascu- 
lar degeneration right now. We 
might get by an insurance examina- 
tion, but we are by no means physi- 
cally on a par with the health status 
we had at thirty. 

It takes a candid physical exam- 
ination—and that is something which 
no mere insurance examination can 
be—to take the conceit out of a per- 
son who feels inclined to boast about 
his health. This boasting about one’s 
remarkable health is a popular way 
of betraying an inferiority complex. 
A regular periodic health examina- 
tion unravels the complex and cures 
the boasting. 

Every wise man or woman, from 
the thirtieth birthday onward, should 
treat himself or herself to a healtn 
examination at least once a year. One 
can scarcely comprehend the hy- 
gienic or health-conserving value of

It’s Cold in the Skies 
Bat Aviators Keep Warm 


By W. BOYCE MORGAN. 

If you rede in an open automobile 
at any time during the past winter 
you know how cold the ride was. The 
wind numbed your face and hands and 
made your feet feel like two far-dis- 
tant eakes of ice. But have you ever 
thought how eold it must be for the 
men who pilot the airplanes which 
earry Unele Sam’s mails through the 
skv? 


yen In summer it is much cold: 
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when you get up in the ai away from 
the earth, but in winier the tempera- 
iure is far below zero. Moreover, the 
uirplanes, which travel at a speed of 
almost 100 miles an hour, drive into 
a fieree wind that makes it seem even 
colder, Wouldn't you think that these 
brave aviators who travel from coast 
to coast In‘ all kinds of weather with 
our letters would freeze to death? 

They would, if it were not for one 
little invention that’ keeps them warn 
and thus saves their lives. The pow- 
erful motors which run the airplanes 
get very hot. You know how hot the 
motor in an automobile becomes when 
it is run at a high rate of speed. Air- 
plane motors run much faster and. get 
even hotter. 

After the gasoline is exploded ‘n 
the evlinders of the engine the fumes 
fre carried away through an exhaust 
pipe. On the mail planes there is a 
jacket around this pipe, which the 
heat of the engine makes very warm. 
Leading from the jacket and carried 


through another pipe is a current of 
very warm air. ‘The aviator sits in 
un operating eompartment called the 
cockpit. The pipe carrying this hot 
nir leads directly to the floor of the 
cockpit, 

Thus while the plane is speedinz 
through snow clouds with the ther- 
mometer registering many degrees be- 
low zero, a constant stream of very 
het air flows into the cockpit about 
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Hos weu.. «eS keeps him warm ‘10 
matter how eold the air becomes. 

The aviator, when he is running his 
plane, sits deep down in tue cockpit 
so that only his head extends above 
its sides, He wears a heavy helmet 
like a football headgear, which pro- 
tects him from the wind and keeps 
his ears warm. In front of his face 
is a little windshield that breaks the 
force of the gale, which would other- 
wise soon freeze his face. Goggles, a 
heavy “jumper” suit, and fur gloves 
offer him still further protection from 
the frigid air. 

The aviators say that they never 
get eold, and that driving an airplane 
in winter is not as bad as driving: an 
open antomobile. Last year the goy- 
ernment mail planes traveled over a 
million and a half miles. This yveir 
they will travel even farther, And it 
would al! be impossible if it were not 
for that little pipe which earries the 
hot air from the engine's exhaust into 
the cockpit where the aviator sits.
